The Editor’s Chair 

Regardless of one’s attitude to 
wards the Soviet, it seems natural 
to expect that the heads of the 
U. S. S. R, would not continue to 
ignore Hitler and the Nazis in 
their open and insulting remarks 
against the Communist regime, 
Remarkable as many people claim 
are the achievements of the Soviet, 
it has never yet been charged that 

they have adopted the Christly at- 
titude, and have become. apostles 
of the doctrine of “turning the 
cheek.” 

My interest, or rather I should 
gay the interest of the Jewish peo- 
ple in this international squabble 
is in the undoubted effect a Sovi- 
et denial that all Jews are Com- 
munists would have on the many 
deluded people who believe what 
they read and who consequently 
will soon believe with an unshak- 
able faith that all Jews are Com- 
munists, ; 

Last year the American Jewish 
Committee showed by incontro: 

vertible facts that only a negligible 
proportion of Jews in the United 
States were affiliated with the 
Communist Party. The English 
Jews prepared a similar statement, 
And only recently the German Zi- 
onists spiked the Nazi indictment 
that all Jews were Communists. 

As usual, logic failed to impress 
the Nazi brain. 

And now Communism, allied 
with the Jewish menace, is Public 

Enemy (Bogey) No. 1 for the 
Nazis. , 

Why couldn’t the U. S, S. R, de- 
ny before the world that Jews 
guided the Communist Party now, 
or ever before, to such an extent 
_ that it could ever be said by any- 
body that Communism was a Jew- 
ish creation. 

The Soviet, with such a declara- 
tion, would do World Jewry an 
immense “mitvah.” Coming from 
the official U. S. S. R. Foreign 
Office this proclamation would 
bear the stamp of authenticity, and 
although it would fail to register 
with the Nazis, it certainly would 
render ridiculous the Nazi coupling 
as culprits, of Jew and Communist,

ent unsettled situation will crystallize into action. 
The United*States has long been a layman’s na: 
tion from the standpoint of the Jewish community 
—a diaspora phenomenon—and the pendulum may 
swing backwards to the point where the rabbinate 
may begip to demand a share in the government 
of Jewish communities and take an active part 
in the life of the Jew outside of their own congre- 
gation. 

(0) The division of American Jewry into 
classes will become more pronounced, with the 
dividing lines along the economic chasms. 

Prophesies are always hazardous. Yet every 
business man, every thinking individual goes 
through the same practice if he is a far-seeing 
leader, If nothing else they make controversial 
topics, 

A year from now it will be interesting to com- 
pare what did happen with what this paper pre- 
dicted would happen. Many of the points taken 
up have already indicated their actual occurrence 
by a definite trend towards their accomplishment; 
but oth®rs are purely visionary and may be class- 
ed more or less as wishful thinking, 

Have we reached the lowest point, or are we 
going into deeper despair.

THE JEWISH NATIONAL RECONSTRUCION 
LEAGUE 
An Outline of a Tentative Project of 
Jewish Emancipation 

OBJECT: The founding of a world-wide organ- 
ization of Jews for the purpose of purchasing a 
territory for Jewish settlement with the ultimate 
aspiration of self-government, 

FUNDS to be raised by floating bond issues, 
which should mature after 20 or more years, at 
not exceeding, say, 7 per cent per annum, The 
bonds to be sold to the investing public in gen- 
eral, The land might partly be paid for with 
bonds, No donations or membership dues to be 
received. Contributions from members and sup- 
porters to count as credit towards bonds. 

SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT: The land ac: 
quired shall vest wholly in the government which 
we would establish. Each citizen and resident 
wil be directly or indirectly a tenant. Our legisla- 
tive functions to vest in an “occupational parlia- 
ment” composed of representatives of occupation- 
al groups, Each free to choose his and her own 
occupation but be compulsorily required to affili- 
ate with a union of those engaged in the same 
occupation, 

GOVERNMENTAL FUNCTIONS: The govern-

teed and fixed by LAW. Therefore, every farmer 
and manufacturer will have a guaranteed market 
for everything produced, NO. “salesmanship” 
necessary. 

MONEY: Within our own boundary lines NO 
metallic currency of any kind shall circulate. Our 
government shall print and issue without limit 
paper currency backed by and redeemable in 
“goods, merchandise, labor,” etc, It shall circu: 
late at fixed values in terms of any kind of mer- 
chandise or service the holder desires. 
RELIGION: A non-sectarian form of govern- 
ment, All persons to occupy an equal status, irre- 
spective of creed or religion, No religious oath in 
governmental functions should be required, 

LANGUAGE: If the land is acquired from an 
Pnglish-speaking country our official language, 
temporarily, should be English, As immigrants 
from non-English speaking countries increase, a 
“neutral” language sholud be originated, written 
with same characters as this paper. 

EDUCATION: should be compulsory, whether 
owned ‘by the state or privately. Destitute pupils 
subsidized by the state. 

PROFESSIONS and hospitals, etc., subsidized 
by the state.

Father Coughlin’s recent challenge 
to the Jews and took the Detroit 
priest to task for issuing such a 
challenge. 

The central edition of The Chris- 
tian Advocate, general organ of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, com- 
mented: “His assault on the Presi- 
dent was not the first nor the last 
of his verbal blunderings. But 
when he added to a cheap slur on 
the Jews an inexcusable ignorance 
of the Old Testament, he brought 
mew shame to the priesthood, For 
every Roman Catholic priest, far 
more than is true of Protestant 
ministers, is required to to be an 
accurate user of his Bible.” 

The Methodist organ pointed out 
that Jews were the first to discov- 
er and teach the principle of love 
to one’s neighbor, and commended 
Protestants and Catholics who cor. 
rected and rebuked Father Cough- 
lin. 

The Michigan Christian Advo- 
cate, organ of Michigan Method- 
ists, referred to Father Coughlin’s 
challenge as “poor politics and 
worse Christianity and quite de- 
void of justice,” 

The Living Church, High Church 
Episcopal organ, said that the 
“unjust and misrepresentative at- 
tack on Jews by Father Coughlin” 
is an example of the “dangerous | 
tendency” toward Fascism, 

The Presbyterian Tribune as-} 
serted that Father Coughlin’s ut- 
terances “seem to us to point in. 
evitably in the direction of Fascism 
and anti-Semitism.”
